He made a new covenant with 
Israel, sealing it with His own 
blood, taking her through a course 
of discipline through 
planting His law in her heart, ful- 
filling the words of Jeremiah the 
prophet spoke concerning her. 
“Thus saith the Lord, The people 
which were left of the sword found 
grace in the wilderness; even Is- 
rael, when I went to cause her to 
rest.’ (Jer. 31:2.) 

In- this manner Israel became, 
in the words of Paul, the apostle, 
the circumcision which worship 
God in the Spirit, and rejoice in 
Christ Jesus and have no confi- 
dence in the flesh.”’ (Phil. 3:3.) 


In the New Covenant, ‘‘Circum- 
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cision is that of the heart, in the 
spirit and not in the letter, whose 
praise is not of men but of God.”’ 
(Rom. 2:29.) All this is a direct 
fulfillment of the instruction which 
Moses gave to the children of Is- 
rael when He described the kind of 
circumcision which would be prac- 
tised by them in the latter days 
after the Lord had turned back 
their captivity, when he said, ““The 
Lord thy God will circumcise thine 
heart, and the heart of thy seed, 
to love the Lord thy God with all 
thine heart and with all thy soul, 
that thou mayest live.’’ (Deut. 
36:6.) 

Thus according to the words of 
Moses, Israel was to be a people 
who in the closing dispensation 
would become circumcised in 
heart, for although they did be- 
come scattered among the Gen- 
tiles, completely losing their iden- 
tity, yet they were ever seen by the 
watchful eye of God, their mighty 
Lover. 


Comfort to Israel 

What wondrous meaning do all 
these facts give to the counsel of 
the Lord, spoken through the 
prophet Isaiah. “Fear not for thou 
shalt not be ashamed; neither be 
thou confounded;. for thou shalt 
not be put to shame; for thou shalt 
forget the shame of thy youth, and 
shalt not remember the reproach 
of thy widowhood any more.’ 
Thus He made plain that the time 
‘would come when she would not 
remember her divorced condition 
and He declared to her, ‘“Thy mak- 
er is thy husband; The Lord of 
Hosts is his name; and thy redeem- 
er, the Holy One of Israel; the 
Lord of the whole earth, shall He 
be called. 

For the Lord hath called thee 
as a woman forsaken and grieved 
in spirit, and a wife of youth when 
thou wast refused, saith thy God. 
For a small moment have | for- 
saken thee; but with great mercies 
will I gather thee. In a little 
wrath I hid my face from thee, but 
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with great mercies will | gather 
thee. In a little wrath I hid my face 
from thee for a moment; but with 
everlasting kindness will I have 
mercy on thee, saith the Lord thy 
Redeemer . . . For the mountain 
shall depart, and the hills be re- 
moved; but my kindness shall not 
depart from thee; neither shall the 
covenant of my peace be removed, 
saith the Lord that hath mercy up- 
on thee.”’ (Isa. 54:4-10.) 

It should ever be borne in mind 
that this line of truth will not be 
made clear to the mind of the stu- 
dent of the Word unless they con- 
tinually recognize and keep sepa- 
rate in their minds the clear dis- 
tinction in the Word of God, be- 
tween the two separate kingdoms 
of the descendants of Jacob, name- 
ly, the Kingdom of Judah and the 
Kingdom of Ten-Tribed Israel. 

The great mistake of many of 
our men of learning and students 
of the Word is that they assume 
that all Israelites are Jews and that 
all who are born of the line of 
Abraham, Isaac and Jacob are 
Jews. 

A careful study of the Word of 
God by any one, even those of a 
limited education, makes very 
plain that racially the Jews are only 
a part of the descendants of Judah, 
the head of the tribe of Judah. But 


the word Jew as it is used in the 


»|Bible has a much broader meaning 


than just to designate a racial 
group. It was also used to designate 
one’s religious views. The use of 
the term Jew in a religious sense is 
used to designate those who are of 
the Jewish faith, who worship in 
the synagogue. Many of these 
might be of different races, not of 
Israel stock at all, but who had be- 
come converts to Judaism. In the 
time of Mordecai, when Haman 
sought the destruction of all the 
Jews in Persia, after their deliver- 
ance it is recorded in the Word of 
God that “Many of the people of 
the land became Jews: for the fear 
of the Jews fell upon them.”’ 
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Now a Persian could not change — 
his nationality to that of a Jew, but — 
religiously he could attend th 
synagogue and accept the Jewish 
faith. In a religious sense men — 
and women of other races could © 
become Jews. The present con- | 
fusion concerning the Jew and 
people who are called Jews has — 
been brought about because Bible — 
students have failed to recognize © 
this religious use of the term Jew 
as separate and distinct from the — 
designation of a race. In the New 3 
Testament many are called Jews — 
because of their religious belief, 
who are not Jews in the sense of — 
their belonging to the tribe of Jusee 
dah. :

Thus the tribe of Judah was" 
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fore the racial type known today 
as Jews came into existence. 
It is true that Christ's worship 
was Jewish, and much of His earth- 
ly life was spent within the bor- 
ders of Palestine. ‘He came to his 
own and his own received him 
not,” that is, those of His own 
faith and the representatives of 
_ His kingdom which had been or- 
ganized at Sinai. These were the 
_representative heads of the Jewish 
- people who had returned from 
the Babylonian captivity as repre- 
_ sentatives of the tribe of Judah in 
fulfillment of the Scriptures. When 
He presented Himself to them as 
King of His kingdom they rejected 
Him and said, “We will not have 
- this-man to rule over us.’ 


Then it was that Jesus declared 


them and given to a nation bring- 
ing forth the fruit thereof.’’ At this 
time the kingdom was taken from 
the Jews and given to the people 
of ten-tribed Israel. The Jews have 
never been a nation from that time. 
_ They have continued as a people 
but not as a nation. The present 
_ Israeli government in Palestine is 
not the prophesied return of the 
Jews as a nation to the holy land. 
Their government is not a govern- 
“ment of peace but of strife and 
bloodshed. : 

The promise of restoration to 
Palestine is not to the Jew as a 
Jew or nation but to Israel. ‘“And | 
will bring again the captivity of 
my people of ISRAEL, (as sepa- 

rate and distinct from Judah, or the 
Jews, only as the Jews have be- 
come blended in with the people 
of Israel) and they shall build the 
waste cities, and inhabit them; . . . 
And I will plant them upon their 
land, ... which I have given them.” 


(Amos 9:14, 15.) 


Please bear in mind that the 

_ Word of God is very specific and 
plain when it speaks to either Ju- 
dah or Israel. The messages to 
these two separate peoples is never 
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that ‘““The kingdom was taken from * ~ 
,national home. 
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confused or mixed by the Word of 
God. It is in the minds of the peo- 
pie that they have become con- 
rused. lhe destiny of each ot 
these people stands torth in mark- 
ed contrast ail through the Word. 
Whenever a student ot the Word 
contuses these terms by calling the 
Jews Israel or assigning the bless- 
ings promised to Israel to the Jews, 
they err and only add to this con- 
tusion, thus obscuring the true 
meaning and message of the Word 
ot God. fa 
lhe fig tree is recognized by 
most Bible students as an emblem 
ot Jewry. Christ used it as a sign 
of the nearness of the end of the 
age, © When ye see the fig tree be- 
gin to bud.’ lhe budding of the 
tree has been fulfilled ‘in the ex- 
pressed desire of the Jews for a 
‘this has already 
taken place before our eyes. But 
in Mark 11:12 to 14 when He pre- 
sented the parable in action in curs- 
ing the fig tree He said, ‘No man 
eat fruit of thee hereafter for ever.’ 
This together with His statement 
to the Jews that ‘‘the kingdom is 
taken from you and given to an- 
other’ clearly indicates that the 
Jews, as a nation of the Jews, will 
never become a nation again in the 
possession of the Holy Land. 

As time goes on, it is now be- 
coming apparent to the world that 
the nation in Palestine now known 
as Israeli, is not the Israel spoken 
of in God’s Word as inheriting the 
Holy Land, but is a puppet state 
of Russia. Israel will not come 
into possession of this land till she 
has been cleansed and restored by 
the Lord Jesus Christ when He 
comes to take over the reins of the 
government of this earth.

AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF THE 
LATE REV. C. A. BILLHEIMER 


(Continued from last issue) 


The city of Wabash had been 
blessed with the able labors of the 
Rev. J. W. Brown, some time be- 
fore my going there. He left a 
testimony of his efficiency, in a 
beautiful church edifice on North 
Manchester avenue in the city, to- 
gether with a spiritual body, which 
has since become a strong church. 

In,my pastorate here the confer- 
ence associated with this, the 
church in the city of Huntington, 
- which has since also become self- 
supporting. These two churches 
have now become strong churches 
in the conference. At this time 
these two cities were connected by 
an interurban line making it pos- 
sible to serve both churches. 


From the city of Wabash we 
moved to Lewiscreek. There were 
three churches on this charge: one 
at the town of Hope, and the Wes- 
ley Chapel church twelve miles 
east, together with the church at 
Lewiscreek. The condition of the 
church and cammunity at Lewis- 
creek became a great burden to me 
the first year of my pastorate there. 
I had the comfort of having, on 
this charge, an aged minister, a 
man of unusual ability, and a very 
cordial yokefellow he became. 
Much of the work accomplished on 
this charge was due to the efficient 
cooperation of this veteran of the 
cross. He was a mighty preacher 
of the old time gospel of the Son 
of God. He was ever ready to 
help the pastor in any way pos- 
sible. 

Here occurred the greatest re- 
vival the writer ever participated 
in, or witnessed. On reaching the 
place, the pastor and family were 
received with open arms by the 
church and community. The at- 
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tendance at. the church was small. 
A lodge across the way seemed to 
be absorbing the interest of the 
whole community outside the 
church. Quite a company of men 
had banded themselves together 
nine years prior to this, agreeing to 
stay away from the church. ‘This 
agreement had been faithfully kept 
for nine years. On lodge nights 
their attendance was very large. 

The pastor was never treated 
better anywhere than he was here 
by these very men, but they would 
not come to church. This burden 
had become almost unbearable at 
the close of the first year there. As 
we went to the conference we 
wrestled and prayed constantly. 
But it seemed we were bumping up 
against what seemed to be an im- 
movable wall. Time after time as 
we bumped up against this stone 
wall we came back more deter- 
mined than ever. Finally a doz- 
en or more preachers got together 
on the platform of the old taber- 
nacle. They were united. A great 
burden seemed to cover them. 
They prayed, and then they prayed 
again, and yet again. All at once 
the heavens opened. Their peti- 
tions went through. Such a time of 
rejoicing! I feel the unction of it 
yet. I told them afterward that 
when they got through I jumped 
on the back end of their cart and 
rode into victory, and when I got 
in, I left my burden there. 


From the very beginning of the 
second year at this place, things be- 
gan to happen. The sudden death 
of some of the prominent citizens 
of the community began to soften 
the religious prejudice of the peo- 
ple, and to bring to the church 
many people unaccustomed to at- 
tending. At this time we began 
holding special meetings, with good 
results, some outstanding bad 
characters being converted. Every 


turn that was made gave more 
prestige to the church work. Now 
all classes were attending the mee , 
ings. a 
One good meeting followed — 
another. We were fortunate — in 
securing the services of the Rev. 
Preston Roberts, a converted Tex- 
as Cowboy. There were many 
conversions in these meetings. — 
Several months later we were as- — 
sisted by the Rev. Sam Hawkins, — 
he being the resident pastor men- 
tioned above. He proved himself — 
to be a mighty preacher and a suc- ~ 
cessful soul-winner. Many more ~ 
were saved by the power of God. 


A few months later the Rev. 
C. G. Pain added his evangelistic 
services in this continued revival, — 
resulting in many more coming 
into the kingdom of Ged. These 
meetings continued over the space 
of three years, there being conver- — 
sions in the regular services even 
when no special service was on. 

A number of ministers of the | 
Gospel came out of this revival, 
most of whom have been ordained * 
and are still engaged in the service 


of the Lord. 


While on this charge my health 
gave way, and | spent one winter _ 
in Florida, living in a tent near 
Hains City. I preached some dur-— 
ing my stay here and also on my 
way back as I passed © through 
Georgia. My son, Paul, who was 
then sixteen years of age, was 
voted in by the church to carry on 
as pastor of the work while I was’ 
gone. This he did much to the ad- 
vantage of the work, but seeming- 
ly to his own disadvantage, as he

spray (Parathion) late in the fall. 
From this time on we continued to 
become weaker until we took to 
our bed the third week in Novem- 
ber. I was deathly sick from the 
time I took down. Within a few 
days a virus lung infection had de- 
veloped. With this complication 
it did not seem that recovery was 
possible, for a complete recovery 
from an overdose of this poison has 
never been known. Some have 
even died within a few minutes. 

For days before I came down 
Mrs. Drake had a great and crush- 
ing burden for me. She felt that 
IT was marked for death, and the 
burden of her prayer was that I 
might recover. When one _ is 
really marked for death that sick- 
ness is different from all others. 
The soul moves out into a place 
where it sees. into eternity. 

Within us we no longer suffered, 
but seemed to remain on a plat- 
form or support far up in space. 
Above us was the beautiful dome 
of the heavens, below us, a de- 
-stroying wind blew up which was 
gradually weakening this place 
where we lay. Around the edge in 
what seemed to be costly paper, 
was cut the word, Eternity. This 
the wind seemed to be trying to 
destroy. 

As we lay there, we were pow- 
erless to move, and the thought 
came that we were marked for 
death, but there was such a peace 
over my soul. I just could not 
worry about that, things had been

taken care of in advance, for we 


had made our peace, calling and 
election sure. At this time the 
thought came to me: What of one 
who was not ready to die? This 
would be terrible for one in that 
state. 


We could look back over on the 
side of life, but that place was just 
too far over to get back by one’s 
own effort. As we lay on the side 
of death, the wind which was blow- 
ing all about the place where we 
were lying, was slowly wearing it 
away, and our position was grow- 
ing more insecure. While I was 
thus lingering between life and

death, Mrs. Drake came, took hold 
of my hand and prayed that death 
might be stayed. At once the 
place where | lay straightened and 
became secure. The wind that had 
been wrecking my resting place 
was quieted. 


We stayed in this place for some 
time however. During this time 
hope for recovery was given up by 
those nearest to me. Then near 
the middle of the night, I saw three 
ministers from nearby churches 
standing at my bedside. They 
prayed for me and anointed with 
oil according to the Word recorded 
in James 5:14-15. Immediately I 
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O THOU OF LITTLE FAITH, WHEREFORE DIDST THOU DOUBT?—Matt. 14:31. 
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came back on the side of life. The 
sickness was rebuked and I was 
healed. From this time on there 
was a slow, continuous recovery. 


It seemed as if with one accord 
God's people were praying for me. 
Whole church groups, even people 
we had never known, united their 
prayers in my behalf. It seems a 
real miracle as | think of it now. 
We lay so helpless. We were too 
weak to pray. When one is so 
sick, the ability to pray or aid one’s 
self is gone. There comes a state 
of complete helplessness. 

There are two kinds of healing 
touch when God heals the body. 
I had been healed several times be- 
fore, but it always came as a mir- 
acle. By this we have reference 
to an instant work, or a touch from 
God when one is made instantly 
well. This time it had come stead- 
ily and surely during the course of 
several weeks. Here is where many 
lose faith. During the time when 
health is slowly coming back, one 
should give God the same courtesy 
they would give to the doctor. We 
do not expect him to cure in one 
day, but we wait and give nature 
time to complete the work. Also 
the knowledge medical science has, 
was put here for our use. 

During our sickness the only 
medical aid we had was penicillin 
while the lung infection and pneu- 
monia was taking its course. As 
we think of this we feel we must 
be living here on borrowed time, 
spared to carry out His work that 
He has given us to finish. People 
often ask: Why do these things 
happen? Sometimes it is our own 
fault, sometimes not, but one can- 
not pass through an experience 
like this without having a much 
deeper understanding of the things 
of God. Since this has happened, 
we feel we owe all we have, both 
spiritually and temporally, to 
Christ. We feel very humble when 


we think how people were im- 
pressed to pray that we might be 
spared. It seems if we had not 
been spared, it would not be pos- 
sible that ““GOLDEN TRUTHS” 
could be taken from its young 
state, through to an_ established 
publication, heralding its message 
to a hungry people who are thirst-

___ best in a greenhouse, but they may 
_ be grown very well in a room with 
a subdued light. Their main _ re- 
quirements are high humidity, 
: proper drainage and an acid soil. 
fies It will help to set them ina shaded 
outdoor enclosure during the warm 
weather where they will harden off 
and be prepared for the months 
ahead when they must be kept in 
the house. If the temperature and 
humidity are not to their liking in 
winter they may have a pan made 
the size desired for the window 
garden with pebbles covering the 
bottom and water kept in the bot- 
tom but not enough to touch the 
pots. Over this may be prepared a 
_ frame large enough to cover the 
plants naturally, and over this a 
cover of plastic so at night this 
cover can be used to hold the hu- 
 midity in over the plants. Water 
well but do not allow them to have 
wet feet, let them feel almost dry 
on top of the soil before watering 
again, then soak well. A standard 
soil mixture is composed of 2/3 
oak leaf mold, 1/3 sand, and peat 
with 1/4 bone meal to a bushel of 
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mixture. They need little fertiliz- 
er, but when they are fertilized it 
should be light and not more than 
once a month. The only require- 
ment is that it be a balanced feed- 
ing. Too much fertilizer, too much 
sun or letting the plant suffer for 
water causes the foliage to dry at 
the edges and drop or clear and 
burned spots. Over-feeding causes 
glossy soft texture, also curling 
and wilting of leaves which can be 
fatal to the plant. Over-watering 
may cause the leaves to rot and 
leaf drop. For this trouble use a 
4% solution of Clorox, wet the soil 
and plant in this solution. 

These plants grow from leaf cut- 
tings or seed. The cuttings should 
be grown in damp sand or spag- 
num moss. A large pot that can 
be watered lightly is an ideal place, 
also a large fish bow] is a fine place 
for propagation. After the small 
plants are ready, place in two-inch 
pots. Never overpot a small Rex, 
they are a shallow rooting plant 
and should be moved to larger pots 
as thev show roots to the edge of 
pot. When repotting shake off all 
the old soil or wash the roots and 
pot in fresh soil. 


SEEDS: The seeds of this plant 
are very small, and should be han- 
dled carefully to prevent the seed 
heing lost. The best place we have 
found to grow these seeds is a large 
fish aquarium and the growing me- 
dium used is spagnum moss. 
This eliminates damping off which 
can ruin the small plants entirely. 
Prenare the shredded moss in the 
bowl then mix the seed with sand 
so it can be evenlv sown. Dampen 
the moss thoroughly but do not 
make it wet. sift the seed over the 
moss evenlv, use a clear plastic 
cover over the ovening to the bowl 
and hold in place with a rubber 
band. Leave the bowl closed un- 
til the plants appear, then keep 


close check on the moisture and if 
the small seedlings seem at a stand- 
still dampen the moss with water to 
which has been added a weak so- 
lution of fertilizer. Leave the small 
plants in the bowl until they have 
grown large enough to pot up in 
small pots. With good seed one. 
should get many fine varieties and 
some new ones that will be worth 
naming.

(Continued from page |) 
tions, the first step toward this kind 
of a deliverance is to look well to 
your spiritual condition.

No matter how close you 
may have been walking to God, yet 
if you will pause and ask Him for 
the help of the Holy Spirit to en- 
able you to take advance ground, 
He will surely reveal to your heart 
a place of advancement, where 
your soul will receive a fresh touch 
from heaven placing you in a posi- 
tion of confidence and trust, where 
your faith can truly take hold of 
His Word. 

Many times you may believe 
you are strong in faith, when a 
closer view in the light of the Holy 
‘Spirit will reveal much unbelief 
lurking there. This is a grievous 


sin and needs to be repented of and 
put aside, 

As you in deep humility ask 
God to show you where you are 
and what is in your heart, He will 
be faithful, and as He reveals these 
things to you, humblyacknowledge 
them and put them out of your life 
and claim the merits of His blood 
for pardon and cleansing, remem- 
bering He says, “If we confess our 
sins He is faithful and just to for- 
give us our sins, and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness.”’ (1 John 
1:9.) 

At this point it is all important 
that we take Him at His word and 
believe that He does pardon and 
cleanse our hearts, when we ask 
Him to do it. - 

Many of God’s children have 
been schooled to do this and to 
them this step comes quite natural, 
for we recognize the fact that it is 
when we believe that the work of 
cleansing takes place i in our hearts. 
We also recognize that our spirit- 
ual deliverance rests entirely upon 
His Word and not on our feelings 
in the matter. We are conscious 
that no matter how the enemy may 
assail and attack us, as long as we 
keep our hearts fully yielded to 
God, we are His. So we hold 
steadfast, regardless of the tempta- 
tions of the enemy to get us to 
doubt God’s Word. 

Now this is just exactly the 
course we pursue or should pursue 
when we come to God for deliver- 
ance from our physical afflictions.

We need to see and recognize this 
error, humbly confess it, repent 
and trust the blood to cover this 
lack of faith.

Bealed. The time measures given 
in the Word of God are built upon 
_ foundations, which are imbedded 
in the very universe itself, for they 
are given and associated with the 
movements of the sun, moon, and 
the earth. Many of the time meas- 
ures of the book of Daniel are as- 
sociated with the most exact cycles 
ever discovered by man, since the 
day when the Lord opened the 
_ book that was sealed. 


Need of Watching

midnight, or at the cock crowing, 
or in the morning, lest coming sud- 
aenly, he find you sleeping. And 
what | say unto you, | say unto ail, 
watch’ (Mark 13:356-37). in these 
words the Lord clearly designated 
four different times of watching. 
Another place in speaking about 
tiis coming, He said, “And if he 
come in the second or third 
watch, indicating in one of these 
watches He would return. 


Startling Events 


Very clearly did He set forth 
certain events which would pre- 


cede His coming, events which to | 


our startled gaze are taking place 
on every side. For those who are 
awake and watching, Christ offers 
great rewards to those who are 
watching, and He promises for 
them marvelous blessings, and di- 
vine protection. ‘Watch ye there- 
fore, and pray always, that ye may 
be accounted worthy to escape all 
those things which will come to 
pass, and to stand before the Son 
of man” (Luke 21:36). “Blessed 
are those servants, whom the Lord 
when he cometh, shall find watch- 
ing: verily I say unto you, that he 
shall gird himself, and make them 
to sit down to meat, and will come 
forth and serve them” (Luke 12:- 
37). In the early days of the 
church, the apostles gave faithful

witness of the returning of the 
Lord, but when He tarried His 
coming, many grew careless and 
indifferent. 


In every age, there have been 
those who have sounded forth the 
warning, but, sad to say, the 
church as a whole has not heeded 
the alarm, and those who call at- 
tention to the fulfillment of proph- 
ecy, and the nearness of Christ’s 
return, often meet with scorn and 
ridicule, even by the authorities 
high in leadership in the church. 
This is the generation which has 
exalted false witnesses. “His 
watchmen are blind: they are all 
ignorant, they are all dumb dogs, 
they cannot bark; sleeping, lying 
down, loving to slumber’’ (Isaiah 
56:10). This is the reason many 
are not proclaiming the message 
of the present age. 


What is our life> What are we 
feeding upon? The psalmist de- 
clares that the words of the Lord 
are life to them that find them. 
Will He find us watching when He 
comes, or will He find us sleeping 
the sleep of death? 


The message the Bible brings to 
us, covers and embraces three defi- 
nite periods. Each of these peri- 
ods are designated as a time of 
preparation for the final establish- 
ment of God’s kingdom on earth, 
when once again He will dwell 
with men. [hese periods are refer- 
red to in the Word of God asthe 
former days or the latter days and 
last days. 


Then there is also given an un- 
named period, declared to be for 
one thousand years. This is why 
this period of time is designated by 
the students of the Word as the 
millennium or the thousand-year 
reign of the Lord Jesus here on this 
earth. 
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THE TIMES AND SEASONS 


The apostle Paul clearly states 
that as the day of the coming of 
the’ Lord approaches that His peo- 
ple will not be in darkness as to 
the certainty of His coming and the 
time of its approaching. “But of 
the times and the seasons, breth- 
ren, ye have no need that I| write 
unto you. For yourselves know 
perfectly that the day of the Lord 
so cometh as a thief in the night. 
For when they shall say, Peace and 
safety; then sudden destruction 
cometh upon them, as travail upon 
a woman with child; and they shall 
not escape. But ye, brethren, are 
not in darkness, that that day 
should overtake you as a thief.”’ 


“Daniel was informed that those 
who are called wise, will under- 
stand and he was given certain re- 
lated chronological time periods, 
in connection with this promise of 
understanding of the wise, of the 
time of the end. Chronology is the 
science of time measures and the 
proper arrangement of their dates. 
It is the regular alternate succes- 
sion of similar chords. There are 
those in our day who have devoted 
time, and energy, and effort, to 
the studying of these time meas- 
ures as given so clearly in the 
Word of God. These have gained 
a very clear understanding of the 
placing of the events that happen 
here on this earth into this time 
schedule. The Lord has blessed 
these with the knowledge of the 
divine time-table with the purpose 
that they might be alert and that 
they might alert those who love 
Him and who are watching for His 
coming as the day approaches. 
While it is true that though the

He likens His coming to Noah’s 
generation, when suddenly, after 
nine hundred and sixty-nine years 
of intense warning, the rain fell in 
torrents bringing on the great del- 
uge. You say, how do you know 
they were warned for nine hundred 
and sixty-nine years? The names 
that were given in that age carried 
with them a message for their gen- 
eration. 

Enoch was a man of God of 
whom the Bible states, “‘He walked 
with God and was not for God 
took him.’”’ He is also termed a 
preacher of righteousness. He 
preached that the world would be 
destroyed by a flood. His soul was 
so possessed with the message, and 
he was in such close communion 
with God, that when a son was 
born to Enoch, God told him that 
whenever this child died the flood 
would come. This so impressed 
Enoch that he named_ this child 
Methuselah. The meaning of the 
word Methuselah is ‘““When he dies 
the flood is coming.” 

Even though this child was a 
warning to his generation yet peo- 
ple became accustomed to his 
name. On it was heaped ridicule 
and scorn for they declared it never 
had rained and such a thing was an 
impossibility, that things had con- 
tinued as they were since the time 
of the fathers. Sin was turned 
loose on the earth. But suddenly 
as had been declared for a thousand 
years, the flood came and all were 
lost except Noah and his family, 
who took refuge in the ark. 


Then again He likens His com- 
ing to the sudden rain of fire and 
brimstone that fell upon Sodom 
and Gomorrah. Suddenly, in a 
moment, in the twinkling of an 
eye, when men least expect Him 
and are least prepared to meet 
Him, because they have disregard- 
ed the warning, while men are 
sleeping, He is coming and only 
the awake, alert and prepared ones 
will see Him or go out to meet 
Him. For He is coming only to, and 
for those who have prepared them- 
selves, and made themselves ready, 
who have met the qualifications of 
a guest for the marriage supper of 
the Lamb. For, ““Ye brethren are 
not in darkness that that day 
should overtake you as a thief.”’ 


(I Thess. 5:4.)

begin to take careful stock of them- 
selves. 

He said for them to watch and 
pray, that they might be accounted 
worthy to escape all these things 
that He had enumerated, that He 
said were soon to come to pass, 
and that they might be themselves 
ready to stand before the Son of 
Man. While watching and praying 
for this great event, yet they are 
to continue to keep themselves up 
to the standard so clearly set forth 
in the Word of God. That standard 
the Lord Jesus Christ gave to us in 
Revelation 22:14, ‘‘Blessed are 
they that do his commandments, 
that they may have right to the 
tree of life.” In another place He 
said, “If ye love me keep my com- 
mandments.”
